“ Juan Ortiz, a lad scarcely eighteen years old , nnd 
of a noble fam ily, w as the fourth victim . 
A s they w ere 
leading him forth, his extrem e youth touched with com ­ 
passion the hearts o f the w ife and daughters of ih eC u - 
cique, who interceded in his favor. 
Ilirrihigua listened to their im portunities, and for the 
present, granted the life of O rtiz ;— but it proved to be 
a most wretched 
boon. 
Front m orning until evening 
lie was em ployed in carrying 
w ood mid 
w ater, being 
allowed but little sleep, and leas food. 
N o t a day pass** 
ed that he was not beaten. 
O n festivals he w as an ob­ 
ject of barbarous am usem ent to the C acique, w ho would 
oblige him to run from sunrise to sunset, in the public 
square of the village, w here his com panions had been 
so barbarously 
sacrificed. 
U pon those occasion s, a 
number o f Indians w ere stationed at dillerent parts o f 
the quadrangle w ith how s 
and arrow s, to 
shoot him , 
should he halt one m om ent. 
W h en the day was sp en t, 
the unfortunate youth lay stretched on the hard 
tloor 
of his hut, m ore dead than alive. 
A t such tim es, the 
Chief’s wife and daughters would com e to him priv.ite- 
ly with food and clothing, and by their kind treatment 
his life was preserved. 
At length 
the C acique 
being determ ined to put nn 
end to his victim ’s ex isten ce, ordered that he should he 
bound upon a w ooden fram e, in the form o f a huge grid-

T he cries and shrieks o f the m iserable sufferer reach­ 
ed .hi* fem ale protectors, and their entreaties w ere otrce 
more successful with the Cacique. 
T h e y unbound Or­ 
tiz, dragged him from the tk e, and to o \ him lo 
their 
dw ellin g, W here they bathed his w ounds with the juice 
o f herbs, and tended him w ith 
assiduous care. 
After 
m any days he fecovered , though tiis body was m arked 
with many a deep scar. 
H is em ploym ent w as now to guard 
the village 
cem etery, which w as in 
a lonely field in 
the bosom 
of a forest. 
T h e bodies o f the dead w ere deposited 
■in wooden boxes, 
covered w ith 
boards, w ithout any 
fastening except a stono or log 
of w ood laid upon the 
tup: so that the bodies w ere often 
carried uw ay by 
wild beasts. 
In this cem etery O rtiz w as stationed, w ith a l o w and 
arrows, to watch day and 
night, 
and w as told, that 
should a single body be 
carried 
a w a y , he w ould be 
burnt alive. He returned thanks to («oil lor having freed 
him from the dreaded presence ot Ilirrihigua, hoping to 
lead a better lile with the dead than he had lately done 
with the living. 
Upon one occasion vvh !e ho w as w atching, tow ards 
morning sleep overpow ered him . 
Being aw akened by 
the hd of one o f the chests suddenly falling, upon ex ­ 
amination he found that the 
body 
had disappeared. 
Tlte chest had contained the corpse ol an infant re­ 
cently deceased,— the child ot an Indian ol note. 
Ortiz supposing sotue anim al had dragged it^ a w ay, 
immediately set out in pursuit. 
A fter w andering for 
some tim e, at a short distance within the w ood s, he 
heard a noise like llu t o f a dog Unawing bones. 
D ia w - 
¡ri' near to the sp.it with a stealthy step , he dim ly per­ 
ceived a living object am ong the bushes, and iux'oking 
«id from oa high, discharged an arrow at it. (.T h e 
thick and tangled 
underwood 
prevented him trorn 
seain.r tlte effect o f his shot, but as the anim al did net 
s ir, he fluttered him self tf’.ftt lie had killed it.

fceheld his victim, a huge creature o f the panther 
kind, lying dead, the arrow having passed through 
its entrails and-pierced Us heart.

another a democrat ; here ho is a Calvinist, and there 


a Catholic ; here a believer, and there an infidel. One of 
the Judge’s greatest failings is his want of independence 
of mind. 
Instead of abiding by his own sense of right 


and wrong, and the dictates of his own ronscience, he 
is afflicted I y he whims and prejudices of any people 


with vvhpin he takes his abode. 
He is often guilty of 
very unjustifiable means of obtaining justice, and of 
very wrong measures in asserting rights. 
H e allows 
the accusers o f the defendant to act at his jury, and al­ 
lows them to enact tho law, on the spot, according to 
which the criminal is to be tried and condemned.—

But this fact, however disagreeable to 
the witness, did not help bis landlady much ; for if the 
Court were to convict every woman o f being a drunk­ 
ard, who gave “ bad tongue,” it would be necessary to 
turn the whole ('ity into a House o f Correction, and 
fence in a little spot on the Common, for the accommo­ 
dation of tho select few, who gave good tongue to their 
noiglihora in a dry time.

Lynch is very clearly a usurper, since though, as he 
supposes, appointed to office by the people— the people 
who appoint him are only a faction— they are a minori­ 
ty , and hence their will is not law. 
If it is true, as he 
asserts in Wi* justificutinii.that he usurps no more author­ 
ity than is usurped by the judges of our legal courts, yet 
the usurpations o f the latter may always be checked, 
w henever the people arise with a determination to ef­ 
fect such reform in a constitutional manner.
